Even though the airshow was 
rained out this weekend we feel this 
project too was a success if for no 
other reason than we had a few young 
men willing to stick their necks out 
and plan a project that could have 
cost as much as $2500 with no assur­ 
ance as to where the money would 
come from if the public did not re­ 
spond. 
As it turned out the Jaycees just 
about broke even and if the weather 
had been better would likely have 
made a big success of it. 
Like we said earlier, we can do 
just about anything we want to here 
if we can only find the people who 
are willing to take the lead. But it 
takes a tough skin to be one of these 
leaders because you have to over­ 
come so much. 
In e very project it seems that you 
can find a small core of people that 
will help, the big majority that hist 
don't seem to care and then another 
small minority that hopes you fail 
and can come up with every reason 
in the world why you should fail.

Insurance Institute Warns 
Parents About Mini-Bikes 


Mini. skirts, mini-shorts . . 
everything* a "mini” these 
days. But "mini-bikes,’* the 
latest craze in midget motor- 
cycles, have the potential to 
cause 
maxi headaches 
for 
many parents in Texas, the 
Insurance Information Insti­ 
tute cautions. 
These packages of pint-sized 
propulsion look like toys, the 
Institute notes, and they are 
notorious for their ability to 
win their way into the hearts 
of youngsters — particularly 
those between 
IO and 14. 
However, 
unless 
the driver 
i« of legal licensing age (15 
years old in Texas) or 
he 
operates the mini-bike only on 
his parents* own 
property, 
the vehicle is being operated 
outside the law and insurance 
coverage is non-existant. 
Texas law prohibit* oper­ 
ation of a motor vehicle by 
anyone under the age of 15 
on 
any 
public 
street 
or 
thoroughfare in the state and 
mini-bikes come under the 
provisions of this law, the In­ 
stitute says. This covers rid­ 
ing 
on sidewalks; in park­ 
ing lots; in apartment com­ 
plex entrances, exits and ac­ 
cess roads, as well as alley­ 
ways and highways. 
If the mini-bike is being 
operated by an underage driv­ 
er on his parents* property, 
any damage or injury caused 
by that driver is covered — 
within the limits of the policy 
by the usual 
homeowners 
insurance coverage. 
However, 
the 
Institute 
cautions that if the vehicle 
is being 
operated 
outside 
these narrow limits, the par­ 
ents 
of the driver 
assume 
responsibility for any damage 


or injury . . . . and neither 
the family automobile insur­ 
ance 
nor 
homeowners in­ 
surance will offer relief. 
The Institute urges parents 


to consider the problems in­ 
volved in allowing underage 
drivers to operate these mini­ 
bikes, from the standpoint of 
possible harm 
to the child 
driving the vehicle and also 
from the standpoint of pos­ 
sible legal liability and re­ 
sultant 
damage suits 
that 
could arise from injury or 
property damage 
that the 
youngsters might cause. 


Jones County farmers en­

Mr. Hill pointed out that 
at the time producers come 
in to the County Office to cer­ 
tify their set-aside acreage, 
they must specify 
precisely 
where the set-aside acreage 
is located. FINAL DATES FOR 
certification are: May I, 1971 
for WHEAT, and August I, 
1971, 
for 
COTTON 
AND 
FEED GRAIN. 
After a producer has certi­ 
fied, if a mistake is found in 
his 
set-aside 
acreage 
he 
could lose some or all of his 
farm program payment. 
*’A farmer who is not quite 
sure whether his 
set-aside 
meets all requirements would 
be well advised to check with 
the 
County 
ASCS 
Office 
ahead of time. Also, he can 
request 
measurement ser­ 
vice, which, if followed, will 
give him a guarantee that he 
has enough set-aside acreage. 
Measurement service is of­ 
fered by the County ASCS 
Office at cost," 
Mr.

said.

Agriculture, Palmer adds. 
The Texas Legislature, ex­ 
plains the county agents, has 
provided a program of esti­ 
mates for each county. Be­

Insurance Institute Warns 


Parents About Mini-Bikes 


Mini- skirts, mini shorts . . 
everything’s a "mini” these 
days. But ’ mini bikes,'’ the 
latest craze in midget motor­ 
cycles, have the potential to 
cause 
maxi headaches 
for 
many parents in Texas, the 
Insurance Information Insti­ 
tute cautions. 
These packages of pint-sized 
propulsion look like toys, the 
Institute notes, and they are 
notorious for their ability to 
win their way into the hearts 
of youngsters — particularly 
those between 
IO and 14. 
However, 
unless 
the driver 
is of legal licensing age (15 
years old in Texas) or 
he 
operates the mini-bike only on 
his parents’ own 
property, 
the vehicle js boing operated 
outside the law and insurance 
coverage is non-existant. 
Texas law prohibits oper­ 
ation of a motor vehicle by 
anyone under the age of 15 
on 
any 
public 
street 
or 
thoroughfare in the state and 
mini-bikes come 
under the 
provisions of this law, the In­ 
stitute says. This covers rid­ 
ing 
on sidewalks; in park­ 
ing lots; in apartment com­ 
plex entrances, exits and ac­ 
cess roads, as well as alley­ 
ways and highways. 
If the mini-bike is being 
operated by an underage driv­ 
er on his parents* property, 
any damage or injury caused 
by th at driver is covered 
within the limits of the policy 
— by the usual homeowners 
insurance coverage. 
However, 
the 
Institute 
cautions that if the vehicle 
is being 
operated 
outside 
these narrow limits, the par­ 
ents 
of the driver 
assume 
responsibility for any damage

Mr. Hill pointed out that 
at the time producers come 
in to the County Office to cer­ 
tify their set-aside acreage, 
they must specify

FEED GRAIN. 
After a producer has certi­ 
fied, if a mistake is found in 
his 
set-aside 
acreage 
he 
could lose some or all of his 
farm program payment. 
“A farmer who is not quite

ahead of time. Also, he can
